He appeared to
be in good health and was very cheer-
ful. e lunched with the cofficers of
Gen. MacArthur's staff and was then
esoorted to tho Anda street jail. Agui-
naldo’s oapture was attended with con-
siderable difficulty, an insurgent major
being killed at the time of the event,
Twenty rifles and a number of import-
ant papers were oaptured.

HOW ¥” .fAB DONE.

Gen. Fune’ . made the following
statemnt cor scrning the eapture of the
Filipiro leader:

e oonfidential agent of Aguinaldo
arrived February 28 at Pantabangan,
in the province of Nueva Koija, north-
ern Luson, with lett  rs, datea January
11, 12 and 14. These letters were from
Emilio Aguinaldo and direoted Baldor-
mero Aguinaldo to take cemmand of
the provinces of Central Luzon sup-
planting Gen. Alejsndrino. Emilio
Aguinaldo also ordered that four hua-
red men be sent him as soon as possi-
ble, saying that the bearer of the letter
would lead these men to where Agui-
naldo was.

Aguinaldo's party had troops, 50 men
in neat uniforms of blue and white and
wearing straw hats, lioed up to re-
ceive tho now comers. Gen, Funston’s
wen orosscd the river in small boats,
formed on the baok and marched to
the right and tken in front of the in-
turgent grenadiers. The Tagalos en-
tered the house where Axuinaldo was.
Suddenly the Spanish officer, noticing
that Aguinaldo’s aide was watohing
the Americans suspiciously, exolaimed.

“‘Now, Maocabebes, go for them."

The Macabebes opened fire, but their
sim was rather iveffestive, and only
three insurgents were killed. The reb-
els returned the fire. Oun hearing the
firiog, Aguinaldo, who evidently
thought his wmen were merely celebrat-
ing thearrival of reinforosments, ran
to the window and shouted: * S op that
foolishness! —qait  waisting awmuni
tion." Hi'ario Placido, one of the
Tagslog officers and a former insurgent
major, who was wounded in the Jung
by the firo of the Kansas regiment at
the battle of Caloocan, threw his arms
around Aguinaldo, exclaining **You are
a prisoner of the Amerioans.”

Col S.meon Villis, Aguinaldo's chief
of etalf, Major Alswmbra and others
attacked the men who wire holding
Aguinsldo. Piscido shot Villa in the
shoulder, Alambra juwped out of the
window and attempted to cross the
river. It was supposed that he was
drowncd. Five otner insurgent offivers
fought for a fow minutes and then fled,
making their escape. When the fight-
10g began Gen. Funston asumed com
mand ard directed the sttack on the
house. personally assisting 1n the oap-
ture of Acuinaldo. The insurgent body
guard flad leaving 20 r:fl ;5. Santiago
Burcelous, the iosurgent treasurer,
surrendered without resistance.

When ciptured Aguinsldo was tre
meocously excited, but he oalmed down
under Gun Funsion's sssurance that
ho would be wcli 1rested. Gen. Fan
ston seccured all Aguica do's correspon
dence, showing that Le had kept in
close touch with the sub chiefs of the
insurrection in all parts of the archi-
velago. It was alsn discovered that
Aguinaldo, on Jan. 28:h, had proclaimed
himself diotator. He had been living
at Palavan for seven months, undis-
turbed exsept when a detachment of
the Sixteenth infantry visited the town.
On that occision the entire population
toock to the mountains and remaioed
there until the troops retired.
Aguinaldo admitted that he had fen
near to being capitured befora, but he
asserted that he hsd 4.y r been
wounded, adding: “‘I &hould ncver
hava been taken except by a strategem.

Capt. Harry W. New-
ton, 34th infantry, was taken because
of his familiarity with Casiguran bay,
and Lieut Burton J. Mitohell, of the
40th infantry, went as Gen. Funsion's
aide. These were the only Amcricans
accompanying the expedition.

With the Macabebes were four ex-
insurgent officers, one being a Spanish
and the other three Tagolos, whom
Gen. Funston trusted implicitly. (Gien
Funston and the American cfficers wore
plain blue shirts and kbaki trousers,
They carried each a half blavket but
wore no ineignia of rark. ‘I'he Maca
bebes were carefully instruoted to obey
the orders of the four ex insurgent ¢ fi
cers. On the night of March Sih the
party embarked on the United Sistes
gunboat Vicksburg. 1t was originally
intended to take oascoesfrom the island
of Polillo and to drift to the main land,
but & storm arose and three of the ocas
coes were loct. This plan was aban-
doned.

At 2 a, m. March 14 the Vicksbure
put her lights out ard ran inshore 26
miles south of Casiguran, province of
Principe. The party march to Casigu
1an. e Americans had never gar
risoned this place, and the inhabitants
are slrong insurgent sympathizers.
Having arrived there the eX insurgent
cflioers, ostensibly comwandir ¢ the pAT-
ty announced that they were on the
way to join Aguinaldo between Pauto-
bagan and Baler, that they had sur
prised an American surveying party
and that they had killed & number,
oapturing five, They exhibitid Gen.
Funston and the other Americans as
the prisonere,

The insurgent presidents of Casi
guran believed the story. Two of the
Liaouna letters, previously concoored,
were forwarded to Aguinaldo at Pala-
nan, provines of lsabela. Gen Fan
ston and the othera were kept im-
pxisoned for thies, days, giviog orders
at night. On the morning of March 17,
taking a small quantity of orackei
oorn, tho party staried on a 90 mile
march to Palsnan. The coustry is
rough and uniohabited, and provisions
could not be secured. The party ate
small shell fish, but were almost
starved, Wading swift rivers, alimb-
ing precipitons mosuotaios and pene-
trativg dense jungles, they marched
seven days and nights and on March 22
bad reached a point eight miles frow
Palanan. They wire now s0 weak
that it was necessary to send to Aguin-
aldo's eamp for fuocd. Aguinaldo dis
patched supplies and direoted that the
Amerioan prisoners be kindly treated
but not be allowed to enter the town.

On the morning of March 23 the ad
vance was resumed. The column was
met by the staff officors of Aguinaldo
and a detachment of Agninaldo’s body
guard, whioh was ordered to take
charge of the Americans, While one
of the ex-insurgent cficors conversed
with Aguinaldo’s aide, another was
pent as courier to warn Gen. Funaton
and the rest who, with 11 Maoabebes
were about an hour behind. Having
redbeived this warning Gen. Funston
avoided Aguinaldo’s detachment and

BETTER WITHOUT.

What An Ohio Judge Has to Bay About
Divoroes.

Evidooce continually multiplies that
South Carolina’s lack of a law works
better than divoroe laws in other states,
even though thoy be not very liberal.
Ooo day last week, Judge Frank E.
Dellenbauch grnnta& seven divorces in
the divorce division of the common
pleas court in Cleveland, O. In grant
ing the seventh Lo said: “*The number
of divorce cases coming before this
court isappalling.” Hunting for an ex
plaotion, he said:

*“'I'wo-thirds of the divoroe oates
that come before me ara dus to oarly
msrriages. [ believe that the same
wou'!d hold true insall divorce courts,
Young people marry before they are old
enough to form sensible views on matri-
mony or on the oharacter of those they
marry. There have been young wives
here weeping for divoroes who must
have becn 8o young at the time they
were marricd that spruking would have
been more spprojriate. Young men
are ad great fools as young women.
-There is another olass of foolish mar.
riages in which matrimony is contraot-
ed bofore the parties have been aoquaint-
ed long enough to know each other
thoroughly. These hasty and unfcriu-
nate marriages are usually contraced by
very young fpersons, so that it comes
back to the same proposition of oo
early marriage. When the injudicious
marrisge bas becn made there is noth-
ing left but a life of misery for esch of
the partics to itor the divorce court,
and as the divoroe record show keeps
growing. [tis shameful, and the lessons
of the divoro eocurt ought to teach
young pcople who are ina hurry to get
married to go slow.”

It scemrs to The Record that the
Ohio judge beat around the bush for
the real and palpable reason fur the
condition for whioh he was seeking
a cause Ifin Obhio, as in Ssuth Caro
lina, divoroes were prohibited, there
would oot only be no divorces, but the
marriage contraot would have greater
sanctity. Koowing it to be binding,
people would not so lightly enterinto
it as they do where they koow that
should the marriage fetters prove gall
ing, it is & very easy matter to geta
juige to remove them. Worse, if a
person after marringe meats some one
whom he or sho fancics more that the
first partner, the divoroe ocourt cffers a
ready way of dufying the divine com-
mand, ‘“‘Whom God hath joined to-
gother, let not man fut asunder,” and
ro makiog it poni‘)]e to gratify the
fanoy. From all such evils Soath Caro-
lina is free, and may she ever be free
from them.—Oolumbia Reoord.

That the pre:eat depression in oot
ton in due entirely to manipulstion is
the positive opinion of some of the best
informed u>n in the trade. The Au
gusta Chrounicle eays it is pointed out
that there is no more cotton in sight
than necocssary for con sumption and it
is urged that the scuth hold en to the
staple until 8 more normal condition of
the marke: has again come about.

BMALLEST STOCKS ON RECORD,

Mr. Alfred B. Shepperson in his re
view of the season of 1899 1900 and the
prespeot for 1900 1901 says that at the
close of the Kuiopean senson on Sep-
tember 30 the stocks of cotton of all
growths in European markets were the
smallest rccorded in  fifty-cight years,
with the exception of 1863, when in
oconsequence of tha civil war the Karo
£ann stocks were reduced to 250,000

ales. The stocks Iast September were
not enough for two weeks' censumption
of Karopean spinners. The consump-
tion of Amerioan cotton last season by
Ameriosn and foreign mills was about
11,000, €49 bales.

I fully agree with Mr. Fllison that there
would' not be any jplethess of oo:iton
even if the crop should exoced 10,750,
000 bnles, as the distribution would be
epreac over such a wide area that there
wou'd be no great accumulation of
stocks any where.”

Allowiog for all the adverse condi-
tious 4o the cotton goods outlook and
the rumors of trouble in Asia there is
no reasan why the south should throw
her holdires of cotton on the market.
The Scutn must assert har indepen-
derce

*Tae south,” eaid ono gentleman,

“canrtot afford toplsy into the hands of
the .I wipulators who would rob this
scot’B of the honest fruits of toil,

T".ere never was a more opportune time

or this secticn asserting its indepen-
dence, Itisin their power to sacrifice
the remeant of the erop that is here.”

And ihis is not merely a view from
a southern standpoint, In the Ailants
Jourpsl of Wednesday is a letter ad-
dressed to Cowm’s«ioner 0. B. Stevens
from a prowicent New York cotton fac-
tor who urgis Mr, Stevens to continuo
his cflorts with the farmers oot to in
crease their cotton aoresge. Hia letter
follows:

New York, March 19, 1901.
Hoo. O. B. Sicvens, Commissioner of

Agriculture, Atlants, Ga.:

Dear Sir—1 have observed that what
ever has come from youin regard to
ootton has carricd eonsiderable weighe,
and | waot 1o eay that unless some-
thing is done that the s>uthern farmer
will be confronted with five osit coiton
again - pext fall. The idea prevailing
that it will take yeara for the staple to
g0 back to that prico i3 all wrong. Cot-
ton in Javuary sild at 12.75 and today
next Jasuary s 1d at 7.40, & deoline of
about 4 12 conts psr pound in six
weeks. This ocopdition  has  been
brought about by the mills abeolutely
refusing to yay the price, and a combin
ed effort on the part of the Milla, dry
goods people, cotten factors and speou-
lator. Should the scresge be ss large
as lnst yerr, mills all ovor the world will
buy from hand to mouth until the new
crop 18 made, should conditions be
favirable As every well posicd person
knows we could have easily made 121 2
willioas last year wit favorable seasons.
Should the acrage be inereased to aoy
oonsiderable ex'eat and conditions ra-
msin good forthe growing crop with
present irade ocnditions rix conta will
lcos Ligh for cotton pext November.
The ooly hope the farmer has is to
cat his crop, aud not plant all cotton,
but corn and other thirgs. Should
farmers cut their cotton erop one-fourth
this yesr, thy would geta big frice
for cotton now held by them. Aleo, for
the next crop, acd in the ovent the
next orop 18 increascd they will sell
what they now have cheaper than they
stould and next at the most rninous
price, oconsidering the cost of labor,
provisions, ets., we have ever seen.
Kserybody is agaiast the price of cotlon
excopt the southern farmer. Consider
ing 7 to 8 oents a big price, the only
hope the scuth has now is to curtail
acrage in eotton and raise plenty of
everythiog the uses at bomae,

Please take this matter up ard a k
every ecorctary of agriculture in the
scuth to help you to increase this im-
portant fact of plantingless cotton, Af-
ter the orop is once in the ground the
south is helpless with good seasons.

Providence will not interfere every
yoarsit didlsst. Yours verytruly,

SEVEN BOLD BANDITS

Raid an Ohio Town and Blow up a
Bank Building. '

Seven bandits partially wreocked the
State bank of Somereset, Ohio, early
Wedneaday by exploding a heavy oharge
of nit1o glycerine in tha vault doors,
scoured $5,000, spp.opriated two livery
rigs, held a posse of ocitizons at bay,
and escaped in ths face of a heavy fire,
Bonds and seourities to the amount ‘of
$30,000 and $5,000 in gold c¢iin were
overlecoked by tho bandits. The bark
was fully ipeured and its business will
not be iuterrupted.

A heavy explosion in the bank build-
iug shortly before 2 & m. arouscd oit-
iz208 living in the vicinity of the Bank
of Sox orset. John Hayes, whose home
18 opposite the bank building, raised a
window and quietly obscrved four men
stationed in front of the bank. He saw
that the whole front of the two story
brick buildiog in which the institulion
was looated bad been skattered, and
believing he oould frighten away the
wen who, it was evident, wers muoh
alarmed by the strength of the explo-
sion, hastily donned his olothes and sal-
lied forth. When he reached the side-
walk he was ohallenged and, uader the
influence of four rifles pointed at his
head, again mounted the stairs and se-
cured arms. Meanwhile many other
persons began to appear inthe darkened
straots of the village, Wm. Lovett
opened fire on the bandits with = riffe,
but his aim was not of the best and his
shots only served to draw the fire of the
robbers. The shooting soon beoame
general as the citizens crept toward the
bark from all directions, and the rob-
bers cvidently began to think of es-
oape,

At a sign from the four on guard,
three others emerged from the bank,
bearing several sacks in which they had
hurriely placed their loot. The rob.
bers were under good disoipline and their
leader gave his orders liko a military
leader: '“All ready, forward, march.”
Sinrle file ther marohed under the
shadows of the trees which lined the
sidewalks, turned s sorner, olimbed into
two rigs and drovein a northwesterly
direction. Citizens took up the ohase
and at 4a. m. found the rigs, deserted
along the roadside. The sheriff of
Perry county had been notified by tele-
phone and arrived at daylight with a
pack of bloodhounds, which were used
in the chase. The robbers wern suo-
cesalully traced around town by the
hounds. It was fouad they had broken
open a blackemith shop to seoure tools,
snd then had taken the rigs in which

they escaped {rom a livery stable nesr
the bank.

New Trials Granted.

The Kentucky court of appoals Thurs-
day granted now trials to Oaleb Powers
and James Howard, sentenced in the
lower oourt to life imprisopmen: and
death, reepeotivaly, in conneotion with
the shooting in February, 1900, of Gov.
Wm. Goebel In the Howard case the
entire oourt conenrred, butin the Pow-
ors decision Judges Hobson, Paynter
and White dissented. The decision in
the Powers oase holds the Taylor par-
don invalid, but orders a new trial on
the ground of erronecus instructions to
the jury and admission of incompetont
testimony. The Howard onse is reversed
because of erronecus instructions, in-
competent evidenoe admitted in the trisl
and other minor points. The trial of
Powers probably will take place at
Georgetown, in May. Howard's oase
probably will be passed until the fall
term.

Mrs. Keller romarked that ske,
too, had never soothed the ianer yearn-
ing for bananas, and asked that the
offer made to her husband be extended
to her.

A mMURDER MYSTERY SOLVED.

A Cruel Man Chained His Wife in

a Dungeon,

Workmen removirg a cellar wall an-
der a delapidated bu:lding just north
of the bridge that crosses Fair Haven
river, ' a quarter of & mile above
Carver'a Falls, Vermont, have apparent-
ly unearthed evidence which solves the
mystery of a murder which oacurred 70
years ago. The discovery was made by
acoident, the laborers haviog fallen into
s pit while trying to lift soms bheavy

\& pit wee shans aight feet
deep, with a solid stone wall about 20
imches thick surrounding it. In the
oenter of the pit ws3 set a solid iron
post sttached to which was = beavy
iron chsin and an old fashioned pair of
handouffs. Nearby was a heap of hu-
man bones.

Inquiry disclosed the fact that in
1831 Perry Borden, a young French-
man, brought his young wife to Poult-
ney to live in the house whioh the
workmen are tearing down. She was
witty and vivaoious ard attracted con-
siderable attention. In a short time
Borden beoame jealous of her and for-
bade her visiting acertain tavern near
by. The wife woun!d not submit to be
dictated to. One night in February,
1831, ske was at the place when at about
10 o'clcck Borden called for her. She
ieft the place with him.. She never was
scen by her friends after that. Mr. Bor-
den said his wife had deserted him and
fled to Canada

After a year Borden went axay and
was not heard of agaio until 1882, when
he suddenly reappeared in town. He
said he had been at sea for the 50 years
be had been away. His mjnd seemed
shattered. He went to the litt'e house
and remained two years, neighbors sup-
plying him with provisions. He finally
took sick and the town took obaree of
him.. ‘He died in 1887 and was buried
in Potter's field. ¢

On the Pacification of the Phillp-
nino Islands

HUNTING THE FILIPINOS,

How Our Soldiers K-II' and Ae
Killed. An American Oifi-
cer's Na'rcw Escape
from Amigo Bullets.

An officer of one of the New Yok
voluuteer regiments in the Spanish-
American war, who is now a first lieu-
tenant in tie Twenty-sixth United
States Volunteer Infantry in the Phil-
ippines, tells, in a letter to his former
colonel, now an offiser on Gov. Odell's
staff, of the tactics pursued in hunting
the Filipino band on the Island of
Pavay. His account, under the date
of January 29, throws a remarkable
sidelight on l.iw Manila oable dis-
patches, whioh announce that the is-
land of Panay has been pacified. The
writer was stationed, at the time the
latter was written, near the town of
Zwraga, and ho states that motive
operations were being pushed against
the natives.

“With the exciption of the first two
weeks after landing at Iloilo,” the lisu-
tenant writes, ‘'l have been almost
constantly in the field, so much that I
have not been able to say what ‘shack’
or ‘cass’ was mine to call home. Field-
work began on November 10, 1899
when, in command of my company, i
was sent to drive in the ememy’s out-
posts, before the advacce of the Eigh-
teenth United States Infantry. This
we not only accomplished, bat had the
brunt of all the fighting that day.
But with all my experience since then
I believe today I have as mortal a fear
of a bullet, at the beginning of s
‘sorap,’ ssany msn in or out of the
service. After the first few rounds,
however, one gets one’s blood up and
does not mind it. I have had maony a
tight shave, and insome of them I am
not ready to believe it was no Iusk,
but rather Providenoe.

“On one ocoasion racently I had
charge of several small puscblos, and
was sleeping in a convent at one of
them. Near my bed on a shelf was a
picture of my wife nud the boys. At
night about 300 of my ‘mucho amigos’
(Filipinoe) got through the outposts
and past a patrol to within 200 yards of
theconvent. Knowing, perhaps, theex-
sot location of my room, about half s
dozen of them climbed a mango tree
and took & few shots at my room be-
fore the geperal shooting an. One
Mauscr iullet went thro the pio-
ture of my wife and the boys, four
more struck my bed, and one pu
tured a pocket im my trousers, ‘ha
were under my pillow.

*Then begen as gaod w ‘sorap’

ever I got into. [ only had forty men,
and it was very dark, but we had them
on the rum in less than three-quarters
of an hour. When it was over [ found
that I had one man killed and two
wounded.  Their loss, [ was told,
amounted to thirty. Nome of them
could be found when daylight came,
not even an empty shell. Both of my
lieutenants, Fernal and Wagner, have
since lost their lives, one of them
drowned and the other killed in am-
bush. I have also lcst eleven enlisted
men, which is the highest company
loss in the regiment.
“‘Since the election of McKinley, we
have been pushing the insurgents hard
and fast. Orders are very open now,
80 that you aro not afraid of being re-
called from s tcrap before you eould
get irto one, as was many times ihe
case before eleotion. I have been in
the field sines election day, and until
reeently 1 could run into as many as
three or four scraps.a day, bat now
dry weather is coming on, and together
with MeKinley's elestion. and our hit-
tiog them hard all around, things are
more quiet. “Youn have to hunt for s
‘sersp’ now. . I bavas been given a dis-
trici toolean up, and have a detach-
meat of forty five men together with
some nativesoouts, Work here is quite
hard from the nature of the ground,
and the fact that you begin your day’s
werk in most cases at 1 a. m , and cover
from eightaen ‘to twénty six miles a
day; set when you find a “strike” you
forget that you ave tired until it ia all
over. That was a pretty good ‘hike’
we had together down in Virgivia,
from Camp Alger to the Gap, but this
is of a different color. We are not
troubled with stragglers here, They
keep up without warning, for they
know treir fate if they drop behind,
and fall 1nto the hands of the bolo-
men, .

““Men out here in the volunteer ser-
vico who are ‘anxious to'got & commis-
sion in the regular army, thick it is
‘hard linea' to be comvelled to stay
right on hero two more years without
going homs. A person stayiog here
two years without s chapge oammot
stand it without serious results. I haye
got along pretty 'well—native fover
twioo and dysentery once—Ilosing about
one month in the hospital.

*‘The other day I ran down s chief of
& notorions gang ealled the - Polahans,
whom I had been after for more than
three months. I surrounded his barri-
cade ‘with ten men at 2 s, m., and
waited for daylight.  Whenit came, it
took us ha'f an hour to foroe our way
inside, and then wo oould not find our
man. We were about to give up, when
we ¥aw a pile.of bamboo, and upon in-
véstigation it was found to ouver a
bole in the ground whieh led toan un-
dergreund hut, out of which we smoked
the chief, also forty-three members of
his gang. He fought hard, and two of
his men were killed before he surren-
dered.”"—New York Kvening Post.

An Unstable Jury.

There is no telling what s jury will
do. Uan March 6, in Spartsnburg, a
jury found Matthew Burke guilty of
violating the dispensary law. He was
sentenoed to three month’s imprison-
ment or to pay a fine of $100, The next
day the jury got together and decided
that Butke was not guiity, after sll,
that the circumstantial evidenos upon
which he was convicted was insufficient
snd that he had becn convicted more
on fuspicion than proof. A petition for
bis pardon was promptly prepared and
38 promptly granted. Burke is 67 yoars

old and was & Confederate soldier.
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
